In view of the official opening of the 
new session of the Northern Parliament 
to-morrow no statement could be obtained 
from the Prime Minister, Sir James Craig, 
to-day concerning the prospects of an 
early election. Custom and etiquette re- 
quire that the Governer’s s h shall not 
be anticipated. By this time to-morrow, 
between the Governer’s speech and the 
statement which the Prime Minister is 
expected to make during the debate on 
the Address, the public will have learned 
whatever the Government intends it to 
know. 

In the meantime no doubt at all exists 
in political circles as to the correctness 
of the rumour that the session commencing 
to-morrow will be of the briefest, and 
that the dissolution will occur almost 
immediately. s 
PROBABLE DATE. 

Saturday is mentioned as the dissoju- 
tion date. If the Government desires an 
early election, that day certainly would 
be convenient,»because if nominations and 
polling followed within the minimum 
period the new Parliament could assemble 
in mid-April, in good time for the Budget 
business, which in Northern Ireland 
cannot be framed before the Imperial 
Parliament's finance resolutions. 

Local politicians, although now fully 
expecting an immediate dissolution of 
Parliament, were surprised by the first 
rumour as to the Government's intentions. 
The present Parliament could be con- 
tirned longer. Five years from the date 
of the writ of summons is the period laid 
down in the Government of Ireland Act. 
The first Northern Ireland Parliament was 
opened in June, 1921, so that it could 
continue until the end of May next year. 
Granted, however, a motive for earlier 
dissolution, the present is a sufficiently 
convenient time. It prevents the staging 
of any difficulties which Opposition parties 
might contrive for the Government 4 
given full time. : 

The Parliament has cleared up the chief 
subjects for legislation—liquor trade reform, 
education, and land purchase—and has estab- 
lished the machinery of Government. The

EDUCATION ACT. 

This last sentence could not have been 
written a few days ago, but the Govern- 
ment’s concessions to the Protestant 
Churches’ criticism of the Education Act have 
resulted in most cordial feelings on the part 
of those who have gained their point. An 
amending bill embodying a concess:ons, 
it is said by those who -profess to know the 
Government's intentions, will be the only 
task for this session, apart from some sma!i 
financial business. The amending bill shout 
not take long; its matter is not really con 
tentious. 

The Government’s idea was that the Educa- 
tion Act in practice would work out as the 
churches wished, but they seemed to think 
it Madvisable to provide directly in the 
wording of the measure for that object. 
Whatever qualms deterred them from putting 
things in the way the church representatives 
insist on—for the Government's attitude is 
tha! the ultimate difference in practice is 
nothing—those qualms are less troubling than 
the fear of Protestant coldness in the 
general election. 

Among the Government's supporters the 
spirit at this moment is most favourable. 
Yet, the choosng of this moment for dissolv- 
tion was not expected, because various hints 
had been given not many months ago that 
hefore the general election the electoral 
svstem would be changed, proportional re-

Eight of the crew of sixteen were drowned. 
The Schelde, a powerful twin-screw tug 
of 320 tons, went to the assistance of the 
Soerakarta, a Rotterdam-Liloyd cargo 
vessel of 6,926 tons, which went on the 
north pier of the Hook of Holland Har- 
bour at 7.15 p.m. A strong north-westerly 
wind, with high seas, and a blizzard pre- 
vailed at the time, and the Soerskarta 


signalled for help. 


Immediately on the receipt of the dis- 
tress signals, the steam lifeboat, President 
Van Heel, which rescued several pas- 
sengers in the Berlin disaster in 1907,, 
went to the Soerakarta’s assistance, but 
was unable to effect contact with the 
stranded vessel.
